Another Bit of Romance

HAT a thrill comes from these words! received at the Bible House, New York, the 
They formed a radio message sent on next day. Heretofore, it has taken from four 
February 27 from the far Pacific islands and months to half a year for such an order for 
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Scriptures to travel from the Gilbert Islands to 
the Bible House.. Think of the romance for 
these islanders and their missionaries, hitherto 
dependent for contact with the outer world on 
the call of one or, at most, two ships a year, and 
now in hourly communication with that outer 
world by radio. 

This whole matter of the Scriptures in the 
language of the Gilbert Islands is full of ro- 
mance. When young Hiram Bingham, Jr., son 
of Hiram Bingham, pioneer missionary to the 
Sandwich Islands, set sail with his wife in 
1857, it took these pioneers, in a little 156-ton 
ship, a good part of a year to reach their des- 
tination, the Gilbert Islands. There they, their 
belongings, and the material for a house were 
unloaded and left among the cannibal islanders, 
not a word of whose language did they know! 

There was peril and romance in the story 
of the missionaries cultivating the friendship 
of the islanders, slowly acquiring a speaking 
knowledge of the language, patiently reducing 
it to written form, carefully translating the 
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Scriptures into it, obtaining a printing pres 
only to find it a puzzle, no one knowing how ta 
set it up, suddenly sighting a boatload of ship} 
wrecked sailors arriving in the harbor aftey 
drifting and rowing weeks and miles over th 
ocean in a little boat searching for land, one of 
the sailors proving to be a former printer and 
thereupon setting up the press! :

As Told by Themselves 


NE day two of us in Umper Yotsutawn, 
O an Umper over one thousand sen from 
Ubon, hired two men to carry books. When 
about halfway there arose a mighty storm of 
wind and rain. When we saw disaster im- 
pending we all went into conference and agreed 
it was impossible to proceed but we must seek 
a shelter till the storm was over. We pre- 
pared to find a place and saw a bit of a hut 
not far off and made for it, expecting to go on 
as soon as the storm was over and reach the 
Umper Kuang. 

But the storm did not abate but grew worse 
in every way. About two or three o’clock in 
the morning it ceased. We had only two pieces 
of bread for four persons—no supper, no 
sleeping, and wet. We started at three A. M. 
First thing we did when we reached Kuang 
was to get a place to sleep, then when rested 
something to eat. After that we walked the 
earth selling Scriptures in that town for a 
week, 

On Sunday we two held worship, showed 
the picture chart, and explained to the people. 
They had never heard it, and they filled the road 
all about. Children sought us out at our lodg- 
ing and bought books but, alas, when the school- 


teacher saw them reading the Scriptures h 
was furious and forbade them to go near us)

‘took him to task, saying: “Most excellent 

teacher, we have not yet reached the height of 
knowledge. When the children are keen to 
read, leave them alone. Do not forbid them. 

If the books are bad or if they are not Scrip- 
tures, we are willing to refund their money.” 
After a while he desisted and we had no fur- 
ther opposition there. 


A By-product of Colportage 


HE colporteur is ubiquitous. He pokes 
into the remotest hamlet and finds lonely 
Christians or a Christian family, and brings 
them a message of cheer. He is like a cool 
breeze to a fevered brow. He drops into a 
town with a church, and, on Sunday, stirs the 
staid congregation with the simple story of his 
wanderings. It makes no difference to him 
~whether the church be Presbyterian or Baptist 
or Adventist, Chinese, Siamese or Karen. He 
_has learned that they are all one in the Lord 
Jesus, and they usually receive him in the same 
spirit. He is an unconscious unifier. The 
proselytizer has no chance with a man of the 
simple gospel. The colporteur is a pioneer by 
trade. It is only occasionally that he enters a 
| Christian village; often not for months to- 
gether. He is preparing the way for the church, 
sowing eed that, in course of time, will de- 
_mand the attention of some mission. 


A Campaign with Luke 


HE Rey. K. P. Landon has toured his 
entire field during the year, visited every 
house in most of it, and left a Gospel of Luke 
‘wherever he could get a person to read it. He 
says: 
j uF ive thousand Gospels have gone into that 
“number of different homes.* * * Great inter- 
est has been aroused here (Chumpon) in the 
gospel, and, when I preach in the evening, I get 
about three hundred listeners in the market 
square. There is a group of Chinese already 
interested, and several have spoken about be- 
coming Christians. We have one man who 
used to work with Dr. McDaniel. Perhaps he 
can be made the start of a church. 

“The government men who received the gos- 
pel and helped in the distribution did their work 
well and seemed happy to get the books and to 
help carry the light to their people. I know the 
work generally was well done, because I[ 
checked up on it. 

“Now I am getting ready within the next 
three weeks for an extended tour through 

south Siam, and I will need upward of thirty 
thousand Scripture portions. I want just the 
Gospel of Luke. This year I am working in 
just that one Gospel, to get it to all the homes 
“of south Siam that can read.

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“T received a fine letter from a young Sia- 

mese man in Bandon, who said the whole coun- 
tryside was talking about Jesus and reading 
the books I gave out, and that he was besieged 
with requests for further reading matter about 
this Jesus Christ. He is rejoicing over the 
Gospel distribution that has been going on, 
and he himself has given out some two thou- 
sand copies of Luke in the klongs (canals) and 
jungle towns of his vicinity. So you see, it 
pays in eternal values. 
_ “There were three types of people to reach 
including the Malays, who predominated, the 
Chinese, and then the Siamese, who were 
mostly the ruling class. Our street preaching 
was accordingly crippled; for I do not know 
Malay yet well enough to preach, and so all we 
did in the preaching line was in Chinese. * * * 
The Gospels were first of all given to the 
Siamese officials. Every government official 
south of Singora has in his house a Gospel of 
Luke, if he has not thrown it away. Then I 
went through the market for the Chinese work 
and gave to them, and Ngiap Seng did the 
preaching. We then attended the Chinese 
schools and gave each child a Gospel of Luke 
in Chinese. Then we went to the head of edu- 
cation in the city and, through him, gave Gos- 
pels to every child in the city. The Malay 
children get a Gospel in Malay, and the Sia- 
mese in Siamese. 

“In this way the Gospels were scattered all 
through the south of Siam and went to many 
places I could not go; for the head of educa- 
tion sent the Gospels out by the head teachers 
when they met together for their monthly con- 
ference. In some schools they stopped school 
while I gave the books, and allowed me to lec- 
ture a while about Jesus the Saviour of the 
world. Generally, the officials gave me a good 
reception. 

“Personally, I think this is the finest sort of 
propaganda; for it set the whole city talking 
about Christ, and gave them all a topic of con- 
versation. That the city generally was aroused 
I had ample witness from’ various reports 
brought to me from all over the city. Of 
course, it was the daily food of the market, 
but also it was for the highest families there. 
* * * T was awakened one morning about 
dawn by five Chinese men squatting in front 
of the hotel, waiting for their morning coffee. 
They were exclaiming at great speed about 
Jesus. One man made a ten-minute oration, in 
which the name figured explosively. You 
know how noisy a Chinese discussion becomes 
when it gets under way. 

“T had occasion to go in back of a neighbor- 
ing house early one morning, and heard two 
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women and a man discussing Jesus while get- 
ting their breakfast. One woman had heard 
me preach in the market and got a Gospel, and 
she was all for me. The other woman and man 
were scoffers. And it got pretty hot. The 
woman with the Gospel was unwittingly thrown 
on our side by the offensive manner of the 
other two, as she was simply telling about it, 
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and before she realized it, she was telling them 
they ought to believe in Jesus, and herself 
promptly took his side. This same thing went 
on all over the city. They identified me so 
closely with my message that, when I came 
along the street, the kids shouted, ‘Here comes 
Jesus.’ I do not think they meant it disre- 
spectfully either.”

HE vigor and variety of Bible Society 
work along the Pacific coast are often 
indicated and illustrated in these columns. The 
cheery and newsy annual report of Mr. Mell

‘Taking excerpts, here and 
there, however, is worth while. Even so, there 
are many phases of the work that are not 
touched, e. g., lepers, children, Chinese, Span- 
ish, North-American Indians, Hindus, blind, 
radio, Alaska, Hawaii; and there are others. 
And now Mr. Mell speaks. 


A Successful Year 

This has been one of the best years for the 
distribution of the Word throughout the Pacific 
Agency, reaching from Canada to Mexico. Our 
circulation in volumes was 443,520—an in- 
crease of 2,308 Bibles, 5,051 New Testaments, 
and 507 portions over last year’s record. But 
our rejoicing is in the confidence that there has 
been a greater interest in the Bible. This is 
not seen simply in our own work and in other 
Christian efforts, but also in the press, the radio, 
and multitudinous agencies of service. 


Bookstores 

We have cultivated the bookstores in our 
Agency, and they have been a real evangelistic 
force for Scripture distribution—not only the 
regular denominational bookstores, but even de- 
partment and drug stores. Some forty such, 
scattered from San Diego near the Mexican 
border to Spokane near Canada, have aided us 
in selling Scriptures. The small commission 
allowed the dealer is sufficient proof that their 
service is missionary and not merely commer- 
cial, 

In the Northwest 

The Rey. and Mrs. U. G. Murphy, returned 
missionaries from Japan and for many years 
our faithful and fruitful coworkers, have made 
their home in Seattle the center for Bible work,

The sale of Japanese Bibles has, perhaps, 
been larg€ér than in any other year. The Japa- 
nese, as a rule, desire the Bible or New Testa- 
ment and Psalms in good ee It is pre- 
dicted that in the United States the Japanese 
language will be unused in the next fifteen to 
twenty years, save by the old people. In the 
Japanese Sunday schools all the religious exer- 
cises are even now being conducted in English, 
save in the kindergarten. The Japanese young 
people want the English Bible and are supplied 
with Scriptures purchased by themselves. 


Among the Filipinos 

There has, of late, been considerable agita- 
tion and opposition among the laboring classes, 
due to the large increase in Filipino immigra- 
tion into this country. But for us this past vear 
has been a year of opportunity in reaching 
these strangers in our midst. Of the unique 
and: successful work of Mr. B. O. Tolentino, 
our Filipino worker, the REcorp has borne 
witness. During the year he sold 1,045 Bibles, 
45 New Testaments, and 1,226 portions among 
the Filipinos. When one considers that per- 
haps ninety per cent. of them were not Chris- 
tians, one can see what the sale of over a 
‘thousand Bibles among them has meant. 


A Jewish Colporteur 
Through the generosity of a special friend, 
Sam Green’s work among the Jewish people 
has been maintained throughout the year. He 
‘reports: “I have sold and distributed some 
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7,000 volumes. It was a glorious year for me 
in Bible work. My work is only among the 
poor people, both Jews and Gentiles. Some- 
times I find people without money, to whom | 
give Bibles or New Testaments, but I always 
try to sell the Scriptures, as I think 
they are more appreciated. I love 
to distribute the Word, because I 
know what it meant to me when 
the Scriptures were put into my 
hands seventeen years ago. It was 
only then that I started to live and 
serve God.” 
Sailors 


We have had a wider distribution 
of the Scriptures among the sailors, 
than during any previous year in 
the history of the Agency. In this 
we have had active cooperation 
from Immanuel Mission to Seamen, 
the Seamen’s Institute (Episcopal), 
the Roald Amundsen Scandinavian 
Mission to Seamen, all in San Fran- 
cisco; the Harbor Light Mission in San Diego, 
the Floating Christian Endeavor Societies in 
the different ports, and the Navy Departments 
ot thenY, MCe As. Besides a’ number’ of 
special workers have given time and _ service 
to this work among the sailors. 


Telling the Gospel to Chinese at Angel Island 
Prisoners 

An active work has been carried on by off- 

cial and voluntary workers in the prisons. Re- 

sults have been cheering. Here are two: “Re- 


cently, a young Filipino in jail read all of the 
portions we had given him and asked for a 
Bible in Tagalog. When we took him the 
3ible, he pressed it to his heart and said, ‘I am 
sy glad.’ The next Sunday when he came to 
our prison service, he carried the Bible, and I 
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noticed a number of slips of paper marking 
portions he had read and wanted to mark and 
remember. He was converted and gives good 
evidence of being born again. He plans, as 
soon as he finishes his sentence, to return to 
the islands to do' missionary work among his 
own people. : 

“A young Jew obtained a copy of the New 
Testament for an old Jew. The latter attended 
all of our services and told us that he is con- 
vinced that Jesus is the Jews’ Messiah. He 
said, ‘I would not take a million dollars for 
this (Bible). This is really, really.’ ” 

Constantine 

The number of Greeks in the Pacific Agency 
is increasing, and many consecrated zealous be- 
lievers .and lovers of His Word are found. 
Constantine is the name of one. He is not 
of royal lineage, but is a man of kingly devo- 
tion to the cause of Christ. He has earned 
his expenses by working in a restaurant. He 
spends all of his spare time and much of his 
wages in “love work,” distributing “the pre- 
cious life-giving words of the Lord Jesus.” He 
bought 15,000 Gospels of Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, and John, and 2,000 Acts of the Apostles, 
50 Bibles, 200 New Testaments, and a hundred 
diglots. Mr. Constantine made Christmas 
gifts to thousands, of Scriptures in which he 
had marked passages suitable to the needs of 
each one receiving, and calling special attention 
to the promises of life and salvation. 


The Gospels Have the Power 

Mr. Thomas Mackey, teacher of a large 
Men’s Bible Class, and aided by the splendid 
cooperation of men in this class, has been active 
in street meetings. Mr. Mackey writes: “We 
tried Gospel advertising by cards and watched 
for results; but the results were slow. Then 
we distributed Gospels and have seen great 
results. Unsaved men came in to take their 
stand for Christ. The old gospel is the power 
of God. Our Bible Class greatly benefited by 
the plan of giving out the Gospels. It gave the 
men something definite to do for Christ.” 

Byways 

Arthur Bond, of San José, California, has 
specialized in bringing the Scriptures to those 
in the out-of-the-way places, in the most un- 
looked-for places of the field, and has gleaned 
in the circus, theatres, hobo and prison camps, 
restaurants, and other unexpected sections. He 
has used Scriptures in Spanish, Tagalog, Ger- 
man, Ilocano, Japanese, Italian, Greek, and 
Russian as well as English. 


Catholics 


It has been a joy to see an increasing inter- 
est among Catholics in possessing the Bible. 
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The Catholics are unquestionably getting more 
of the Word than ever before irom the public 
press, by radio, and, we believe, through the 
ministry of their own priests. All of this bears 
fruit in the desire to obtain Bibles of their 
own. Not only have we sold over 1,000 Bibles 
to Roman Catholics during the year, but we 
estimate that at least 5,000 volumes of portions 
have been sold and distributed among Roman 
Catholics who have not before been reading 
the Book.

What the Bible Is Doing 


Every Bible lover who would realize that the Bible has its greatest work yet to do in the world, 
will find much material for thought in these concluding pages of “The Shrine of a People’s Soul,” 
by the Rev. Edwin W. Smith, reviewed in the March issue of the Recoro. 


E may ask, and answer in brief, two 
questions: What is the Bible doing, 
and what may it be expected to do, for these 
peoples who have recently received it? And 
what will they do for the Bible? The answer 
to the first question is, that the Bible will do 
for other people what it has done for ourselves 
as individuals and as a nation. 
Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch affirms that the 
Bible has influenced English literature more 


'_ deeply than any other book—far more deeply 


than all the writings of Shakespeare. After 
quoting some few glorious sentences, he goes 
on: 

“When a nation has achieved this manner of 
diction, these rhythms for its dearest beliefs, a 
literature is surely established. * * * The 
Authorized Version . set a seal on our 
national style. It has cadences homely and sub- 
lime, yet so harmonizes them, that the voice is 
always one. Simple men—holy and humble 
men of heart like Izaak Walton and Bunyan— 
have their lips touched and speak to the home- 
lier tune. Proud men, scholars—Milton, Sir 
Thomas Browne—practise the rolling Latin 
sentence; but upon the rhythms of our Bible 
they, too, fall back. * * * The precise man Ad- 
dison cannot excel one parable in brevity or in 
heavenly clarity. * * * The Bible controls its 
enemy Gibbon as surely as it haunts the curious 
music of a light sentence of Thackeray’s. It 


_is in everything we see, hear, feel, because it 


is in us, in our blood.” 

This is a great thing to say of a book, the 
translation of a foreign book; but who will 
regard it as exaggerated? To have set the 
standard of a nation’s speech—‘‘a well of Eng- 
lish undefiled, quick, running, curative, refresh- 
ing, vivifying’—to have inspired a nation’s 
teachers, moulded their style, given words to 
their thoughts ; this may seem to some people a 
minor service; but whosoever reflects upon 
what a literature means to a people, will never 
regard the service as a trivial one. Sir Arthur 
is surely right in casting away with scorn that 
contemptuous phrase, “mere literature”; 


“There is, in fact, Gentlemen, no such thing as 


mere literature.” . 

And what the Bible has done in this respect 
for the English-speaking peoples, it is doing for 
other peoples. Chinese literati despised the 
colloquial style in which the so-called Mandarin 
version of the Bible was written; but the lan- 
guage of that version has now become the liter- 


ary vehicle of modern China. Translations of 
the Bible, beautifully and idiomatically made in 
scores of languages that previously never knew 
a book, have set the standard for all the future 
literature—clarifying the grammar, enlarging 
the vocabulary, modeling the style. The newer 
nations already look up to the Bible as the 
greatest literary treasure they possess, the 
noblest example of their tongue. 

The Bible has been a great instrument of edu- 
cation among ourselves. Education, we know, 
is more than the impartation and learning of 
facts; its ultimate aim is a moral one—the 
formation and sustenance of a fully developed, 
free personality. The Scriptures present an 
ideal of personality and character capable of 
universal application, comprehensive enough to 
serve as the ultimate moral aim of all educa- 
tion. “It is revealed, on the one hand, in the 
personality and character of Jesus Christ ; and, 
on the other hand, in the kingdom of God com- 
bining in one coherent whole both the individ- 
ual and the social aspects of the moral ideal.” 

That ideal has been held up by the educators 
of England, and though as a people we have not 
attained to it, at least we recognize it as the 
highest that can be, and multitudes have striven, 
and are striving, to make it real. And even on 
lower levels the Bible has been a great educator 
of our people. Thomas Huxley, in his protest 
against the exclusion of the Bible from the 
schools, said that, “It forbids the veriest hind, 
who never left his village, to be ignorant of the 
existence of other countries and other civiliza- 
tions, and of a great past stretching back to the 
furthest limits of the oldest nations in the world. 
By the study of what other book could children 
be so much humanized?” Any person who 
knows the English Bible through and through 
cannot be called uneducated, even though he 
may know little else. 

Now think of the Bible as the great instru- 
ment of education, not only of our people, but 
of the whole human race; for that is what it 
is becoming thanks to the translators and dis- 
tributors and teachers. It is being read and 
taught in thousands of schools all over the 
world. To peoples who never had a book be- 
fore, to many who still have hardly any other 
book than some part of the Bible, it is a great 
encyclopedia of knowledge, opening a door to 
acquaintance with the story of other nations ; 
reading it, they get to know something of the 
sweep of human history, are introduced to some 
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of the great personalities of the past, to the 
moral forces making for the greatness of 
peoples, with the evils that make for their de- 
cadence; it gives them a grip of the grand 
significance of human life. I have no space to 
quote testimonies in support of these assertions ; 
but take as a solitary example what Mr. May- 
hew, late director of public instruction in the 
central provinces of India, says: “The record 
of the life and personality of Christ has done 
far more educationally for India, than the whole 
of western literature.” 


Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch utters a solemn 
warning against regarding the Bible or any 
part of it as “fine writing,” mere literature; 
“men do not go to the stake for the cadences, 
the phrases of our Authorized Version.” We 
may find many lovely and helpful things in the 
Bible story—poetry, proverb, history, oratory ; 
but unless we find God there, it fails of its 
supreme mission to our souls. Not ideas about 
God, but God. Dr. James Moffatt has told of 
a correspondent who wrote to him about his 
new version of the Bible: “I have read all 
Isaiah through at a sitting, with a new sense 
of these men’s sense of God—caught myself 
looking around for Him.” We cannot read 
either the Old Testament or the New without 
discovering that the writers had a magnificent 
certainty of God; their whole souls were aglow 
with a consciousness of his presence; and espe- 
cially is this so of the men who had seen his 
glory in the face of Jesus Christ. To them he 
was no absentee, otiose God, but present and 
active—a working God. And in many thou- 
sands, nay, millions, of readers of the Bible that 
experience has been reproduced: it is the car- 
dinal experience—life can never be the same 
again when you have gained it. And these 
readers are not all of our own race; men of 
various nations, of diverse stages of culture, 
Chinese South Sea islanders, Negroes, Indians, 
have come to God through the Bible, and, there- 
fore, to a fuller and happier life. Many of 
them have had no other instructor; without 
human interpreter or guide, the pages of the 
Bible have led them to God and to life. Herein 
lies the true value of Holy Scripture. 

One other point. The increasing strength 
of branches of the Christian Church in many 
lands indicates that the missionary enterprise 
which has characterized the last one hundred 
and fifty years is now entering upon a new 
phase. The foreign mission is not a permanent 
institution ; it will pass away, even as it ceased 
to be in our own land; the church remains. 
These “younger churches,”’ as the Jerusalem 
Council has taught us to call them, are gaining 
a new sense of corporate life and responsibility ;

more and more they will become independent of 
the older churches in leadership and financial 
support. The church in China, for example. 
will one day be as independent of the church in 
England, as the English church is of the 
Chinese, though both will be indissolubly linked 
together as integral parts of the universal 
church. The fostering of such an indigenous 
church depends chiefly, among other things, on 
the building up of its spiritual life through com- 


munion with God in prayer and in public and- 


private worship, and through knowledge of the 
Bible in the vernacular. So rightly said the 
Jerusalem Council. It is of prime importance 
to these churches that they should possess the 
Bible, and that it be read and understood. 
Bishop Steere, of Zanzibar, declared, “AH our 
work here must be unsound without a vernacu- 
lar Bible”; and this applies equally well to 
long established churches as to the newly 
founded. History tells of Christian communi- 
ties that have disappeared, and of others that 
have grown corrupt, largely, and perhaps 
chiefly, because they had no Bible in the ver- 
nacular, or because it was a closed book to the 
people. The great reforms in the church have 
always come about through going back to*the 
Scriptures. Tyndale said that he translated the 
Bible into English, because, “I had perceived by 
experience how that it was impossible to stab- 
lysh the laye people in any truth, excepte the 
scripture were playnly layde before their eyes 
in their mother tonge, that they might se the 
processe, ordre and meaninge of the texte.” 
And it is true also of the clerics. The Scrip- 
tures are the charter of Christian liberty, the 
norm of Christian doctrine and conduct, the 
only means by which Christian people may learn 
of the personality and teaching of our Lord. 
To desert the Scriptures, to make them a sealed 
book, is to drift away into superstition and 
paganism. Nothing but the Scriptures can 
keep the younger churches tethered to the cen- 
tral truths of our religion. Happily, the 
churches overseas are very largely literate, and 
they have access to the Bible. We need have 
no fear of their future while this is the case. 
And what will these Christians of other 
climes do for the Bible? As they grow in 
knowledge of it, as native Tyndales and Lu- 
thers arise to make more perfect versions of it, 
and devout men bring their minds to bear upon 
its great truths, can we doubt that the Bible 
will become a richer book? It is not the book 
of one race, but the book of humanity ; and not 
until all mankind interprets it in the light of 
various racial genius will all its meaning be 
revealed. We read our translations of Scrip- 
ture not only in national words, but with: 
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national minds ; the Indian must, there- it or ignore it; but it may well be that there are 
fore, read it differently from the En- people today in India who can understand Paul 
glishman. We are practical people, and and interpret for the rest of Christendom this 


it is the ethics of the Bible that seem to us its 
“most valuable element; but there is a mystical 
element which may be almost incomprehensible 
to ourselves, but yet be clear and the most 
valuable of all to the Eastern mind. St. Paul’s 
formula ‘in Christ’ (he repeats it a hundred 
and sixty-four times) puzzles us; we rationalize 


characteristic expression of his Christianity. 
Did not Dr. Westcott say that the adequate 
commentary on St. John would one day be 
written by an Indian? God has yet more light 
and truth to break forth from his work; and it 
will be fully unsealed when the Eternal Spirit 
speaks through it to all mankind.
